Forum Hearing on 
Health Insurance

I Town Hall were in agreement was 
the well-known fact that "medi- 
cine in modern society is costly." 
The topic "Is Medical Care a Gov- 
ernment Responsibility?" was de- 
bated by Dr. Deanc Clark, head 
of the health .insurance plan of 
Greater New York, a non-profit 
organization offering group insur- 
ance for health to industrial and 
other largo groups:

Physicians 
Forum, which is working for a 
national compulsory health insur- 
ance program, and Dr. Samuel Z, 
Freedman, who took the position 
against a national health insur- 
ance plan. 
The Idea of national health in- 
surance is not a new one since 
back in 1932 a special commission 
appointed by President Hoover 
reported the need for- voluntary 
hospitalization insurartce plans. A 
national health bill was jointly in- 
troduced in the last Congress by 
Senators Murray and'Wagner of 
New York and Representative 
Dingell of Michigan. Federal Se- 
curity Administrator Oscar Ewing 
is now drafting a bill which would 
simplify to some degree the Mur- 
ray-Wagner-Dingell bill and it is 
expected to be introduced in the 
next Congress. In-the'meantime, 
the American Medical Association, 
opponents against such legisla- 
tion, is trying to raise more than 
three million dollars to lobby 
against the passing qC the bill. On 
the other hand, President Truman 
considers national health insur- 
ance as his own pet measure.

The voluntary health.insurance 
plan in greater New York was de- 
scribed by Dr. Clark,, who stated 
that it was too soon to suy how 
successful it will be. "Strangely 
enough,'"he 'said, "the oldest in- 
surance health plan and one uni- 
que to the United States js that 
of the Northern Pacific Railroad's 
.Beneficial Association which began 
in; 1882. In New .York-city, we 
have been attempting to do this 
same .type of plan on a community 
scale patterned after the industrial 
and cooperative plans. Ours is; a 
non-profit, voluntary one witlv a 
board of directors representative 
of the cross section of the com- 
munity.- On the board out of 24 
members are eight doctors. Theirs, 
is a comprehensive service. A nurn- 
•ber of physicians form what 
is 


known as groups 
and includes 


specialists in various fields of 
medicine." 


Continuing, Dr. Clark said, "Our. 


plan has. been in operation 
two 


• years and it is too early to say 
that this method is a perfect one 
but I feel it points the- way in "a 
good direction. This will be a valu- 
able type'of pattern for the future 
regardless of the National Health 
Bill." It is a sound approach and 
as time goes ...on, we'feel it will be 
emulated in rnqny other places. 
The.question of a patie_nt having 


free choice of physicians was 
brought 'up in 
connection with 


health plans and it was stated that 
patients have 
"free1 choice" in 


selecting the group of physicians 
they wish to -care for them. 
Speaking for the national health 


insurance plan, Dr. Greenberg' 
cited costs annually .which ran 
into billions of dollars for drugs 
and medical care, and examina- 
tion of such figures brought real- 
ization .to a group of physicians 
in the New York County Medical 
Society of the need for a national 
plan and the one under considera- 
tion, he believes is the best solu- 
tion to the medical needs of the 
public. 


Plan la 'Destroyer' 


Dr. Greenberg told his listeners 
that the American Medical Asso- 
ciation prides itself on having sent 
out about 20 million pieces of 
literature in an effort to defeat 
the national health bill which they 
describe as a "destroyer of free 
enterprise and the keynote . to 
Communism." He intimated that 
many physicians were fearful of 
reduced incomes under a national 
plan. "President Truman must be 
ah enemy then, if we would be- 
lieve all we- hear, because he is 
one of the prime movers for a 
national health insurance plan." 
Continuing, ho said, "The real is- 
sue is that things have gotten 
very complex. Costs are very 
high . . . people need' medical 
service and we have to work out 
some method of getting it to 
them." He contended that of the 
,1,400,000 deaths annually, heart 
! disease and .cancer were respon- 
' sible for the greatest number and 
that 
a 
conservative 
estimate 
would be that 285,000 persons 
could be saved annually with 
proper medical care. 


- "We do not have enough facili-r 
ties in personnel or .hospital gen- 
eral structure or clinics to set up 
a medical program for all the peo- 
ple," said Dr. Greenberg,' "but we 


] have to start with objectives for 
a' goal. If we need more doctors 
in 1960, we have to; start doing 
something about it now. The first 
thing we need is legislation. We 
must set up the benefits, rights, 
privileges, etc., and set- up a tool- 
ing period of two, three or four 
years so that you- start planning 
your organization so that when 
the plan starts operating they are 
all prepared." 


"What guarantee have you.that 
with such a plan, the general 
public will make, use of it?" in- 
quired 
Dr. 
John 
R. 
Roberts, 


Kingston, who stated that he has. 
had a good deal of experience 
along such lines in dealing -with 
school children. He stated that 
even though a dentist was avail- 
-able to those who could not afford 
to pay -for dental care, and doctors 
'services Twere also available for 
medical care, in numerous in- 
stances it was impossible to get 
the parents to take advantage of 
such services, in spite of repeated 
recommendations. Dr. Freedman 
agreed with Dr. Roberts that re- 
gardless of services made avail- 
able,' it .was not possible to make 
persons do what they didn't wish 
to. Dr. Greenberg, on the other 
hand, offered as his solution, edu- 
cation of parents and children; 
Other Kingston physicians in
